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Will aid formula change? 


State Rep. James Miceli has 
joined with House Majority 
Leader George Keverian of 
Everett in an effort to adopt a fair 
distribution formula for the $265 
million in new state aid for the 351 
communities in the Com- 
monwealth. The aid is part of the 
22-day overdue fiscal 1982 state 
budget signed by Governor Ed- 
ward King Tuesday afternoon. 
When King signed the $6.35 billion 
c) ing plan he did so without 
changing the local aid figure or 
the formula used to distribute it. 

Without a change, the largest 


chunk of money will be 
distributed under the “lottery 
formula”. Under the “lottery 


formula’ the additional aid 
distributed to Wilmington will 
cover about 17 percent of the 
town's loss from 2%. Miceli said 


the total distribution package, 
which includes using the school 
transportation reimbursement 
formula among others, will send 
$421,517 in new state aid to 
Wilmington. Other communities 
in the Commonwealth will gain 
100 percent or more of their 2% 
lose under the “‘lottery formula’’. 

“It’s better than nothing. I'm 
glad to get it,” said Wilmington 
‘Pown Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
who did say that he would have 
liked to have received more. 

“That formula is a flukey thing. 
The more I think of it, the more I 
wish it was skewed in our favor," 
Stapezynski said. 

The bill which Miceli is co- 
sponsoring with Keverian will 
“cap” the percentage sent back 
to the cities and towns at “‘no less 
than 40 percent and no more than 


Wilmington gets $421,517

The word from Rep. James 
Miceli is that Wilmington can 
expect $421,517 in state aid to 
cities and towns. That figure is 
$36,659 less than the $458,176 that 
Miceli originally told Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski he 
expected, 

The reason for the shift is that 
Boston was allowed to use its 1975 
census figures in computing the 
budget, Miceli said. That reduced 
the aid going to every city and 
town in the state except, of 
course, Boston, where aid in- 
creased, he added. 

The formula for determining 
how much state aid cities and 
towns will receive is a pretty 
basic one, said Miceli, but 
combinations of it are always 
subject to change. Each year 
around budget time, a conference 
committee, composed of three 
members chosen by the House 
and three members chosen from 
the Senate, is formed. Two of the 
thre emembers that each 
legislativ ebody chooses must be 
Democrats and the other one 
must be a Republican. The 
conference committee then 
decides which combination of the 
formula they would like to use in 
determining the state aid, Miceli 
said. 

The formulas very from te 
lottery formula to the per capita 
formula to the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation formula. 
Miceli said he supported this last 
one because it provided the 
communities that he represents 
with a bit more aid. 

The formula being used this 
year, Miceli said, is a com- 
bination of the lottery formula 
plus school transportation plus 
the increase in 766 placements, 
which gave Wilmington an ad- 
ditional $17,000. 

He said that there is a danger in 
changing the formula at this point 
because it could result in less aid 
than most towns are expecting. 
He added, however, that there is a

movement afoot in the House to 
try to change the distribution 
formula so that towns receiving 
more than 100 percent of their 
total budget in state aid will 
receive less, and towns that are 
expected to get a good deal less 
than their budget will receive 
more. This way the money will be 
spread out more evenly, he said. 
Although he’s not making any 
promises, Miceli explained that if 
the distribution formula is 
changed, it could mean additional 
aid for Wilmington, which is 
currently expected to receive 17 
percent of its total budget... 
He said that none of the towns 
he its was dissatisfied 
with aid that they are ex- 
pected to receive. He said that 
neither he nor Town Manager 
Buzz Stapcezynski have heard any 
complaints at all. “The towns 
were basically satisfied with what 
they are getting when compared 
with the Lowells and Bostons,” he 


added. 

Currently, Miceli said, there is 
‘ of legislation in the budget 
which would form an advisory 
board to enable cities and towns 
to decide what will be spent. It 
will also eliminate represen- 
tatives from other counties from 
voting on a given county’s budget. 
He went on to say that this way 
most of county government could 
be done away with, and local 
governments could show just how 
fiscally conservative they are 

going to be. “Now they'll have 
complete control of their budget,”” 
he added, which could save some 
communities thousands of 
lollars. 

Originally most cities and 
towns weren't interested in this 
proposal, Miceli explained, but 
now with Proposition 24, more 
communities are looking to adopt 
it. “This to me is an outstanding 
piece of legislation,” he said. “It 
could mean tremendous savings 
to cities and towns in Middlesex 
County.”’

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60 percent” of their 2% lose, 
Miceli said, If the bill is approved 
by the legislature there is a 
“chance of picking up additional 
aid” for Wilmington, Miceli said. 

Miceli said the bill is getting 
some support from the House 
leadership. He cited the fact that 
Keverian's home town of Everett 
is picking up only 17 percent of 
their 2% lose. Burlington, home of 
the Chairman for the Committee 
on Local Affairs Robert Vigneau, 
will only pick up 15 percent of 
their total loss. Similar figures 
hold true for the homes of other 
House leaders as well. 

Miceli explained that the 
“lottery formula” is based on the 
wealth of the community. It is 
figured by taking the state 
equalized valuation setting and 
adding to that the average 
statewide population figure. That 
is put over the sum of the local 
equalized valuation setting and 
local population figure. The result 
is then multiplied by $10 to come 


out with the amount of aid 
distributed under the “lottery 
formula”. 


With that process, Miceli said, 
the towns that are worth more get 
less aid and the towns that are 
worth less get more aid. But the 
figures will bend the truth a little. 


If a community is loaded with - 


industry it will appear to be worth 
more. Likewise, if a community 
has a very high population figure 
it will tilt the scales to one side. 

Those are the reasons, along 
with the fact that the loses from 
2% are no addressed, that 
Richard Manley of the Mass.

It was the conference com- 
mittee’s proposal which finally 
won approval from both cham- 
bers and was sent on the gover- 
nor. 

Miceli said he had hoped the 
governor would send the 
distribution formula back to the 
legislature for more work. But 
since King has not recommended 
a change in the distribution 
formula Miceli said he “might 
have to take the legislative ap- 
proach” to changing it. $

Former Governor Michael 
Dukakis met a warm, if soggy 
reception at the Shawsheen 
Avenue home of Mike and 
Patricia Nash Monday night. 

Scores of supporters waited out 
‘a two hour downpour under the 
protation of a striped canvas 

canopy to hear the Democratic 
challenger outline his strategies 
and make an early pitch in the 
1982 gubernatorial campaign. 

Dukakis, who lost his first re- 
election bid to Governor Ed King 
in 1978, told the crowd he had 
learned from the mistakes of his 
last campaign. 

“I take full responsiblity, (for 
the loss),”” he said. ‘‘But this time 
we're going to run a strong, 
aggressive campaign. We plan to 
organize the state in a grass roots 
way.” 

Tt would, he said, be an ex- 
pensive campaign, but Dukakis 
said he was already encouraged 
by the response he has been 
getting from people across the 
state. 


“As of June 30, he quipped, 
“Dukakis had more money in the 
bank than King.” 

Several in the crowd could be 
overheard agreeing that the 1962 
campaign

always a good governor, but not

“They told me I had ruined her 
education,” she smiled. “She's 
now in her fourth year of medical 
school.” 

It was at that point, Dr. Sager 
said, that ‘I really felt education 
needed me.” She advanced in her 
studies to obtain both a master’s 
degree and a doctorate in 
education. 

Currently beginning her 10th 
year in the Wilmington school 
system, she was recently named 
acting superintendent upon the 
departure of Dr. Walter Pierce. 
She had been rea: director for 
eight years an stant 
superintendent for one year. Her 
duties now as acting superin- 
tendent include all functions of 
the assistant superintendent, 
superintendent, and reading 

‘tor. ‘What I'm doing now is 
handling all the tasks that have to 
be done,” she said. “Obviously 
some will hav to be delegated.” 

She said that the problems of 
sexual discrimination never 
crossed her mind as she began 
her career in education, “My 
mother was a pharmacist, which 
was rare for a woman at that 
time,” she explained, ‘‘so 1 was 
never aware that women weren't 
supposed to contribute as much 
as they could."’ She cited her 
experience at Barnard College, 
an all-girl school, as another 
reason why she has never held 
back in pursuit of her career. At 
this college, she said, women 
could be seen in all positions and 
roles, so it was never considered 
that it was unnatural for them to 
do 80. 

One of Dr. Sager’s major 
concerns at this time has been the 
Basic Skills Improvement 
Program. This program, which 
was implemented by all school 
systems as mandated by a new 
state law, requires that all 
students in grades three, six and 
eight be tested for minimum 
competency in reading, writing, 
and math. The 
Basic Skills raiper eth 
Program is to be sure that all 
students gain competence in 
basic skills prior to school 
graduation. If they do not achieve 
minimum standards, she said, 
curriculum and instruction will 
be altered through the regular 
school program to help insure 
that minimum standards will be 
reached in the future. 

“Education really begins and 
ends in the classroom with the 
programs that we provide for our 
students,” she said, stressing the 
importance of curriculum. “What 
we as a total community need to 
do is to help students become 
aware of what they are doing in 
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Dr, Carol Sager 


the classroom and how it affects 
what they will be doing for the 
rest of their lives,” she added. 

To do this, Sager has enlisted 
the help of all segments of the 
community to participate in 
Basic Skills Week, which will be 
from September 20 to 26. ‘Since a 
well educated populus is to the 
benefit of everyone, then 
everyone should realize that good 
education is the responsibility of 
everybody,”’ she said, 
“Education must be seen not as a 
rival or competitive concern, but 
as an integral concern of all 
citizens."’ She added that parents 
advisory committees have been 
formed to handle the issues 
around the Basic Skills program. 

September 24, she said, has 
been named Basic Skills 
Awareness Day. So far 25 local 
individuals and businesses plan to 
be present on this day to show 
graphically the importance of 
basic skills that are taught in 
school and their place in the 
working world. She said that 
there has been an upswing in 
economic growth which has been 
accompanied by a shortage of 
skilled labor. She went on to say 
that both parents and businesses 
have complained to school ad- 
ministrators everywhere saying 
that the schools are graduating 
students who can't even follow 
basic directions in filling out a 
simple job application. She said 
that by working together as a 
community, these problems can 
be solved. After all, she added, 
education is the concern of every 
employer who is looking for a 
skilled employee, of every citizen 
who depends on an intelligent 
legislature to make responsible 
decisions on social security or 
medicare, and of every com- 
munity that wants to have an 
effective and adequate form of 
local government. 

The results of the basic skills 
exams were very impressive with 
the majority of students attaining 
minimum competency or better. 
“We have done very well,” Sager 
said, “but that doesn’t mean 
we're satisfied because we won't 
be satisfied until every child has 
reached his fullpotential.” She 
added that minimum competency 
is important, but that helping 
every child go beyond that to 


achieve his full potential is also a 
major issue. 

Among her other priorities as 
acting superintendent, Sager 
said, “is to preserve the ex- 
cellence of our program by using 
existing resources as creatively 
as possible. My major concern is 
to see if we can procure additional 
funds to lower class size at the 
elementary level. There is no way 
a teacher can provide as effective 
instruction for 30 children as she 
can for say 20-25." Some people 
reply to that statement saying 
that there were 30 kids in a class 
when they were in school and they 
did just fine, Dr. Sager said, “but 
this is the 1980s and education for 
a child in the 1980s is very dif- 
ferent. There are very different 
demands placed on them than say 
in the 1940s and 1950s ... Our 
children will not live in 
Wilmington all their lives, and 
they will have to be able to 
compete with children in other 
communities.” She added that the 
average class size at the 
elementary level is somewhere 
between 29 and 32 students, with 
four classes at 32 students, 11 
classes at 31 students, 11 classes 
at 30 students, five classes at 29 
students, and two ‘classes at 25 
students. 

Dr. Sager said that she has been 
very happy working § in 
Wilmington. She went on to say 
that she has found her work very 
rewarding. As reading director, 
her Title One program was 
validated as exemplary by the 
Massachusetts State Department 
of Education. The reading 
program received national 
recognition, and she is very proud 
to have been able to bring federal 
money into the system in order to 
purchase additional computers 
for students to learn to use. 

The Wilmington school system 
has grown quite a bit in the last 10 
years. She feels that “‘Wilmington 
is a desirable community to live 
in because of its schools.” She 
said that the people in this town 
have been very supportive of 
education and added, ‘I don’t feel 
that I would have been able to 
accomplish as much if they had 
not been supportive of education. 
We have a fine school system, 
certainly there are improvements 
to be made, but the people in this 
community care about children."’

Pedrson Jr., the son of Major 
Aaron Pearson. Therefore, 


Aaron Pearson never lived in this 
house, 

‘The house is actually part of the 
“homestead farm’? of Samuel 
Eames Jr.. Samuel purchased it 
in 1815 from his father, Samuel 
Eames Esq.. The land upon which 
the house stands was acquired by 
Squire Eames in 1803 from Dr. 
Jabez Brown for $250.00. It 
contained five and one-half acres 
and was ‘described in the deed as 


“tillage.” Upon this land the 
Samuel Eames Jr. Homestead, 
later called ‘Pearson Tavern,” 
was built, possibly in 1804 or 1805. 

The 1815 sale of the property by 
Samuel Eames Esq. to his son, 
Samuel Jr., referred to above, 
included 30 acres. A 20 acre lot 
had been purchased on April 16, 
1795 from Abraham Stanley, 
yeoman. It was located northwest 
of the Boston Road to Andover 
and bound on the south by land of 
Asa Holt, on the east by Col. 
Joshua Harnden, and on the north 
and west by the land of Aaron 
Pearson. It was purchased for use 
as a grazing field with a privilege 
included in the deed for 
over the land of Asa Holt with 
cattle from the Boston Andover 
Road. 

On July 2, 1799 Asa Holt agreed 
to sell four and one-half acres of 
pasture to Samuel at the west end 
of his farm. This lot was meant to 
provide access to the 20 acres that 
Samuel already owned. It is 
described as bound on the south 
by the Boston Road and on the 
west by land of Dr. Jabez Brown. 
Both deeds were recorded on July 
8, 1806. 

This 30 acre homestead farm 
belonging to Samuel Eames Jr., 
is described as being located 
“bound on the Boston Road to 
Haverhill” and “the road that 
runs by Aaron Pearson's house.” 
The later road, now known as 
Ballardvale Street, was the 
location of the home of Ens. 
Nathan Pearson and his son,

Aaron Pearson Sr. called Major 
Aaron Pearson during the War of 
1812. The house stood at the foot of 
Lockwood Road and burned down 
about 1905. It was for a time the 
home of the mother of John 
Simpson, Wilmington’s last 
surviving veteran of the Civil 
War. 

Squire Samuel Eames had only 
two children own, a 
daughter, Thirsa, and Samuel Jr. 
Samuel married Esther Harnden 
in February 1778, when he was 23 
years old. She, at 37, was a widow 
with five children. Her maiden 
name was Esther Pierce and she 
was the wife of Joseph Harnden 
from 1759 until his death in 
December 1775. 

Both young Samuel and his 
sister, Thirsa, were married at 
about the same time. Samuel 
went out to Lunenburg where in 
1800 he and his wife, Dolly had 
their first child, also named 
Samuel. The young couple 
evidently returned to Wilmington 
soon after as a second child, 


locally. It is probable that Samuel 
and Dolly moved in with Squire 
Eames and Esther for a time. The 
Squire's Homestead stood for 
many years down on Middlesex 
Avenue on the site of the new 
Reading Cooperative Bank. With 
a growing family to consider it 
was soon obvious that the couple 
needed a place of their own. So it 
was that Squire Eames financed 
the purchase of the Jabez Brown 


lot and assisted’in the building of 
a home for his only son. 

Samuel Jr. and Dolly had eight 
children, A second son, John, 
born in 1804, died young. 

On February 25, 1815, Samuel 
Eames Jr. purchased one and 
one-half acres of meadow bet- 
ween the Boston Road and the 
Salem to New Hampshire Road, 
which became known as the 
Lowell Road during the 1820's 
after the City of Lowell was 
established. This “meadow lot” 
just to the east of Samuel's home, 
was purchased from Asa Holt. 
Until this time Squire Eames held 
all the deeds to his son's property. 
Now he decided to sell his three 
lot purchases to young Samuel. 
The 30 acre farm with a dwelling 
house, barn and shed was sold to 
Samuel Jr. for $1,250.00 on March 
10, 1815. 

Less than two weeks after 
signing the papers which deeded 
them their homestead Dolly died 
suddenly, probably in childbirth 
She was only 34 years old at the 
time and left seven children 
ranging in age from two to 15 


years, 

The following year, on 
February 14, 1816, Samuel Eames 
Jr. married Abigail Jones of 
Andover and there were two more 
children - Abigail in 1817, and 
Sylvester in 1819. The boy was 
probably named after Sylvester 
Holt, son of Asa, who lived on the 
next farm to the north on Andover 
Street.

to be 70. She retained a ‘‘widoe’s 
third” in Samuel's estate. Where 
she lived is unknown. She died in 
1848, 

When Aaron Pearson Jr. 
married Dolly, the oldest 
daughter of Samuel Jr., it was 
September, 1821. They lived first 
in the Pearson House on 
Ballardvale Road. Then, after his 
father-in-law died in 1928, Aaron 
rented the Samuel Eames Jr. 
Homestead and converted it for 
use as a “Tavern’’ or stop-over 
for drovers and others on the way 
from Salem to the new city of 
Lowell. Aaron Pearson soon 
purchased the property at auction 
and ran his “public house’ from 
1830 until about 1850 when the 
railroad constructed between 
these cities made travel both 
easier and faster, 

Aaron Pearson Jr. and Dolly 
had seven children. The oldest, 
Louisa, was born April 20, 1823. 
She married Levi Swain Jr. in 
November 1846 and after her. 
father's death in 1853 the house 
became hers. Levi and Louisa 
were married 66 years and had 
six children. 

Levi was a disabled veteran of 
the Civil War having participated 
in the “Seige of Port Hudson” in 
1863. He served as Town Con- 
stable before Wilmington had a 
police department. 

One of the daughters of Levi 
and Louisa Swain was Anna 
Louisa who married John H. 
Simpson. the Swains and the 


Simpsons shared the “Pearson 
Tavern,” which was a aries, for 
many years, until Anna died 
about 1910. At this time another. 


This couple built the impressive 
mansion on Andover Street which 
is now the home of the family of 
the late Rev. Rudolph Krey, a 
little north-east of the “‘Tavern,’* 

George, who was superin- 
tendent of the local Sunday 
School, and his wife were very. 
fond of skating. As the story has 
been told, one Sunday 

in January, 1863, the young 
was out on nearby Nod Pond when. 
Angelina fell through a break in 
the ice. George went into the 
water after his wife in an attempt 
to save her life. However, his 
skates became entangled in her 
hoop-skirts and both 
leaving four children, the 
youngest only two years old. 

So, “Pearson Tavern” is an 
interesting and historic old house 
and does have a story to tell,

Control is 
instead lodged in county oudget 
boards comprised entirely of 
selectmen, mayors an dother 
elected officials from the cities 
and towns within each county. 

“The Governor's approval of 
the state budget will represent the 
8 of a declaration of in- 

for Massachusetts 
counties,’’ said Rep. James 
Miceli, a member of the Mid- 
dlesex County Project, a coalition 
of legislators who have worked 
for reform. ‘‘Until now the 
counties have been colonial 
possessions of the state 


.Governor is considering 


Legislature. This section of the 
state budget sets them free, and 
permits to be operated by 
the local communities who make 


them up. 

"The final obstacle in the way f 
the reform is the threat of 
gubernatorial veto. ‘‘We know the 
vetoes 
from outside sections,"”” Rep. 
Miceli says, “but we haven't 
beard that the county reforms are 
in trouble. We're hoping that no 
news means good news." 

Middlesex County Project 
members point out that each city 
and town has to pay an 
assessment for county services 
with the same property tax 
dollars which could otherwise go 
for police protection, fire 
protection or public education. 
They maintain that Since cities 
and towns carry the costs of 
county government, they should 
also be able to determine the size 
of the budget. 

“This doesn't mean that cities 
and towns can go to sleep on the 
issue of county waste and spen- 
ding,” Rep. Miceli says. “The 
county budget boards created by 
the new reforms will have to start 
meeting this fall, and the mayors 


and selectmen should begin to 
organize now. Getting the 
Legislature out of the counties 
amounts to a revolution, but the 
usual aftermath of revolution is 
chaos. Chaos will happen here if 
the cities and towns don’t get on 
the backs of their county 
governments right from the 
start.” 

Rep. Miceli said that cities and 
towns in places such as Middlesex 
County can, if they wish to, come 
close to “abolishing” their county. 
governments through the use of 
the new budget authority. The law 
does not ire that they ap- 
propriate money for a function or 
department they believe is un- 
necessary. The county operations 
which remain will be those which 
can demonstrate their value to 
the city and town officials on the 
newly constituted county budget 
board. 


The cities and towns will also 
have the option of using their 
budgetary powers to make county 
government serve new and useful 
regional purposes. “This is a 
chance to save the taxpayer some 
money,” said Miceli, ‘but it’s 
MTs the chance to experiment a 

it.”

Heat precautions 

This has been an extremely hot 
month, Excessive heat is 
dangerous to anyone, but 
especially to the elderly. A few 
facts seniors should be aware of: 

An ordinarly, healthy person 
loses body moisture through 
evaporation at a rate of about two 
quarts an hour during strenuous 
activity on a véry Hot day, In 
normal summer weather the heat 
glands which number 300-400 per 
square centimeter of skin, can 
handle most demands.

For those Stonehamites who fret about 
the demolishing of town landmarks, they 
should be made aware that there are @ 
few left, though struggling to survive. One 
such landmark is the First Unitarian 
Church, located on the corner of Central 
and Common Streets, 

In 1858 a Unitarian Society was 
organized, as a need was felt for a liberal 
religion, For only a short time they met in 
the Universalist Church, which was 
located on the side of the present church, 
but later met in the Town Hall until the 
society merged with the Universalists in 
1866. 

In 1867 it was “voted that the\treasurer 
be instructed to give a bond to the 
Universalist society of this town of $4000, 
that this society will construct a new 
church on this site.” After its merger, it 
was called the Christian Union Church 

Instead of tearing down the original 
Universalist Church, it was sold to the 
Catholics, and was moved to the corner of 
Central and Pomeworth Streets. It has 
since been torn down, 

The present ‘new church was 
dedicated on January 1, 1869, It is of the 
Gothic style of architecture. A separate 
subscription was raised for the church 
bell and the town clock. Today this clock 
is in excellent condition and keeps exact 
time, The bell is the largest one in this 
vicinity, having a beautiful mellow tone 
Colonel Elbridge Gerry gave the clock 
inside the church. This was one of his last 
requests just before his death. 

Up through the years the clock at the 
church has been known as the Town 
Clock. For many years it was wound by 
hand, lifting half-ton weights from the 
cellar to the tower. Today ‘it is run by 
ectricity. Money was, raised in 1965 as a 
memorial to Herbert Huntoon, who was a 
great worker in the church and very much 
interested in the maintenance of the 
clock, 

The church structure is the place for 
another landmark in Stoneham. Within its 
old walls is housed a fine two-manual 
tracker-action organ. It is said that there 
are no more than two of its kind in the 
Northeast today 

The instrument contains fifteen ranks of 

pipes and is listed as E. & G.G. Hook's 
(located in Boston) opus 468. The organ is 
still in use and even has its original paint 
on the case pipes. 
The organ was the gift of the ladies 
connected with the church. The survival 
of such an organ in the greater Boston 
area is remarkable and has been worthy 
of celebratfon in many recitals through its 
first century, and is still in good use in its 
second century of service. The instrument 
was built by the famous Boston firm in 
1868 and was dedicated with the church on 
January of 1869. 

‘The organ stands in the rear gallery. Its 
handsome black walnut case shows the 
original floral design painted on the front 
pipes. The durable tracker-action

operates 15 sets of pipes on two manuals 
and pedal. The organ has remained intact 
for over 100 years now, and has never 
been changed in any way. It was cleaned 
and tuned in the fall of 1968 and a recital 
was given which attracted a capacity 
audience 

‘The Universalist minister at that time 
finished out his term and becanie the first 
minister of the new Christian Union 
Church. He resigned, and the Rev. E.B 
Fairhild took up the pastorage on 
November 19, 1867. During his time the 
church took on added life and the church 
was filled to capacity. New pews had to be 
added even to the very front and sides of 
the church. Fairchild remained as 
minister until his religious convictions 
caused him to leave the church in 1876. 

On February 12, 1889, at the beginning 
of Rey. J.H. Whitmore's pastorage, it was 
voted “that we change the corporate 
name of the church from Christian Union 
to the ‘First Unitarian Church of 
Stoneham,"” It was voted to adopt the 
covenant, “In the love of Truth and in the 
spirit of Jesus Christ, we join for the 
worship of God and the service of man.” 
At the time, the church had its first 
woman minister, the Rev, Mrs, Judith 
Urquhart. To become a member of the 
free church one had only to sign the 
covenant and by-laws. Today, to become a 
voting member, all one has to do is sign 
the membership book. And the old 
covenant, like everything else, has 
evolved with the times in order to better 
fit the needs of contemporary folks 

In May, 1968, Mildred Walker Hay 
completed her 50 years as organist at the 
First Unitarian Church in Stoneham, 

At that time it was said that Mrs. Hay 
had probably played for more church 
services, weddings and funerals than any 
other woman in the area, Her charm and 
congenial nature was known to everyone. 
Her loyalty, not only to the church and its 
music affiliations, but also to the Rainbow 
Girls as Rainbow Mother for many years, 
proved her love for her church and its 
members. 

Mrs, Hay grew up in Stoneham. Her 
mother died when she was a small child. 
She was brought up by her Grandmother 
Messer, an aunt, Lura Messer, and her 
father, Charles Walker. She was 
graduated from Stoneham High School, 
Class of 1910. Mrs, Hay took music lessons 
from Eleanor Brigham and organ lessons 
from Josephine Collier and A.J, Wilson of 
Winchester. 

Mrs, Hay was a teacher of piano for 
over sixty years. She not only helped 
hundreds of children with their musical 
interests, she started many musical 
careers, She was also secretary and 
treasurer of the Town Hall Organ Com- 
mittee from the start, when the organ was 
presented to the town by Ralph Patch, She 
always played the organ for the march at 
High School graduation when it was held 
there 

Mrs. Hay gave many recitals and as 
late as 1968 she continued to teach the 
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Roving with Dan Ferullo 


England sends US 


punk violence 


‘America has never been able to sever 
the umbilical cord that ties it to England. 
British influence in American writing is 
evident in everything from stage plays to 
magazines. British influence has crept 
into television, particularly educational 
tv. There's music. Remember the 
Beatles? Once those four hairy hipsters 
from Liverpool caught on here, Ameri 
was deluged with the British sound. Then 
comes politics. Until last November, some 
political analysts feared that America 
wasn't far behind England's socialist 
economic collapse. The sudden shift to 
right wing philosophy here seems to have 
kept that premonition from occuring. 

There's a new influence England is 
having over America, and for some 
people it might be very frightening: the 
current youth gang terrorism sweeping 
England séems to be fostering a 
resurgence in urban gang dominance in 
some American cities. Daily newscasts 
are peppered with stories about how 
England's youths are running amok in 
packs nightly and causing incalculable 
destruction to life and property. We're 
hearing reasons for the violence that run 
the gamut from racial hatred to unem- 
ployment, while officials in England say 
it's simply a case of mindless, druj 
induced hooliganism. The youths say all 
this rebellion shouldn't come as a sur- 
prise; they've been telling the establish- 
ment how they feel through their music 
for years. Recently, the music that has 
been coming out of England is called new 
wave and punk. The young people claim 
nobody's been listening to their messages. 

Well, that’s just not true. Because the 
kids in America have been listening to 
punk music, and they're picking up on:the 
vibes that advocate violence and 
rebellion. With unemployment in the 
sixteen to twenty-five year old group here 
equally high as in England, America 
young people are finding plenty of time to 
follow the footsteps of England's youthful 
hooligans. Boston is one of the cities 
whose young people are being noticeably 
influenced by England’s punk violence, A 
local young man tells about his encounter 
with punk violence: 

“A friend and I were at a bar in Ken- 
more Square. We were leaving and 
heading for our car in a nearby parking 
Jot. When we got there, we noticed a gang 
of young people milling around. There 
were about a dozen of them, and they 
looked no more than fifteen or sixteen 
years old. We didn’t pay much attention to 
them. Until they jumped us, I'm six two 
and weigh about one ninety, and my 
friend is about the same, I ended up with 
ten stitches across my forehead, a couple 
of broken ribs, a mess of bruises and cuts, 
and my face looked like a hunk of raw 
meat. My friend was knocked unconscious 
and had to spend some time in the 
hospital, He’s still not right. What burns 
me is they didn’t even bother to rob us!" 

This story sounds like umpteen others 
one reads about every week in the paper. 
Except for the fact that the victims were 
not attacked by a small number of in- 
dividuals whose motive was robbery 


They were jumped by a roaming gang 
that describe themselves as members of 
the punk culture who perpetrate violence 
for the sake of bashing in someone's head. 
They look, dress and act like the 
stereotyped punk that was popular in the 
late fifties and early sixties in America. 
‘The punk violence is directly linked to the 
punk rock movement in music, and ap- 
parently, the more the music catches on, 
the more the incidences of violence occur. 

Explains a spokesman for the Boston 
police department: ‘These incidents are 
happening more and more lately. Gangs 
of these punks are getting their kicks out 
af randomly beating up people they en- 
counter on the streets late at night.” I 
asked him about the Kenmore Square 
‘area where the two local young men were 
badly beaten. “In the Kenmore Square 
area there are about two dozen kids who 
are the real problem. They move around a 
lot, so it’s not easy to track them down, 
‘There's no way to describe them except 
as punks.” 

According to police, drugs are a major 
contribution to the problem of punk 
violence, Parental influence, on the other 
hand, doesn’t seem to make much dif- 
ference. In a recent broadcast network 
report, a young man participating in 
England's violent spree said parents have 
no influence over him and his peers, 
they're “‘doing their own thing." Here the 
similarities in attitudes are not startling: 
young people who are ardent followers of 
the punk movement seem to have 
discarded concern for families and 
authoritarian figures in general. 

“Most of these kids are from broken 
homes, or have parents who just don't 
care, we've found,” the police spokesman 
says, “When you've got no father and 
your mother is a drunk and sleeps around, 
you tend to gravitate toward your peers 
for a feeling of belonging. When your 
friends think nothing of destroying 
property and breaking heads, you go 
along, because you don't want ‘to be left 
out. That's how it all begins. Then add 
drugs and you've got a real serious 
problem." 

‘This on top of the inability to find work 
allow outlets like punk violence to take 
hold of a young person's lifestyle. But 
helping to find jobs for thege kids isn't the 
responsibility of the police. Their job is to 
prevent what usually results from too 
many idle, unemployed youths 
congregating together, In England police 
aren't permitted to carry guns, therefore, 
their efforts to quell disturbances with 
any kind of real authority are hampered. 
But here, police may be forced to rely 
more on their weapons, in light of some of 
the weapons that have been confiscated 
from Boston's styeet gangs. Says the 
police spokesperson, “These kids are not 
using just their hands, They're coming up 
with some very ingenious weaponry. 
‘We've found brass knuckle-like weapons 
that have two nails attached to them so 
that the attacker can rip out your eyes 
with one punch, Another popular weapon

Homeowners — should 
follow the normal 
precautions with these 
trimmers as would be 
followed with any other 
power operated garden 
‘equipment. However, you 
should realize that’ these 
trimmers can be 
dangerous when used 
carelessly around trees 
and other desireable plant 
materials. In some cases 
injury to annual and 
perennial flowers and bark 
of shrubs and trees has 
been evident and may 
result in girdling and death 
of these plants. Be par 
ticularly careful around 
younger trees with thinner 
bark, as these are more 
easily injured 

Just a word to the wise — 
although these trimming 
machines are more con 
venient, with a little extra 
time and care, weed and 
trimming problems can be 
eased. However, be aware 
of these possible problems 
which could result from 
misuse of this equipment!

Telephones sound strange 


So how does a company 
that manufacturers 
telecommunications 
equipment for foreign 
markets deal with this 
situation?

‘Sunday playing the hundred-year-old 

organ of the First Unitarian Church. She 

did make 60 years as the church organist 

before she died in the 1970s. A plaque on 

the organ, presented to her from the 
tion, reads 1914-1974. 

The church held an Organ Centennial 
Recital on Sunday, September 29, 1968. It 
is said that the church was filled with 
people. The Rev. Bradford Mitchell, 
assistant minister of the Follen Church in 
Lexington, who was living in the church 
parsonage, made the opening remarks 
and introduced the President of the Organ 
Club of Boston, Mr. Edward Broadway. 
Broadway explained about the organ, and 
told of its unusual tracker-action system 
that was built to last 100 years as it was 
originally installed to do. The only change 
at that time was to put in an electric 
motor instead of using the hand pump. He 
then asked Mildred Walker Hay to stand 
up so that the people could see the person 
who at that time had played the organ for 
50 of its first 100 years. 

Jack Fisher, who was on the faculty of 
Boston University, and was the director of 
‘Music at the Union Church in Waban, was 
the organist. His many important 
positions across the nation and his en- 
thusiasm’ for early American organs, 
made him a highly regarded player of 
tracker instruments. The event was open 
to the public and refreshments were 
served. 

Today, the self-governing church group, 
and every Unitarian Church is self- 
governing, is affiliated with the Unitarian 
Universalist Association. 

Dianne Manikowski, a resident of 
Reading, is the organist who plays for 
‘Sunday services. Holly Baylies, who up 
until April of this year acted as Parish 
Chairperson for the church, says, “The 
organ is in good condition considering its 
age and its use, but it does need repairs 
and extra attention." 

Baylies also said, “The old clock is in 
good running condition but the tower that 
holds it is rotting. In fact, the entire 
church, somewhere, needs repairs and 
perhaps some renovating. We are working 
on this problem now." 

The old church has had too many 
ministers down through the years to 


recount them all, At the present it is a 
ministerless church. Services are led by 
lay ‘and guest ministers. The 
parsonage has been sold, and the 

tion has been reduced to only a 
handful of faithful Unitarians. Many have 
for one reason or another found other 
Unitarian churches to go to. There has * 
been inner turmoil within the confines of 
the old landmark but “The congregation 
of the faithful are really working to build 
the church up again. It is a landmark that 
must qurvive. We Want very much to 
continue to be a visible liberal voice in 
this community." 

What any relic needs is people to love it 
‘And it needs the money that the people 
bring to it, 

In the past few years there has been 
some confusion about the old church and 
Our Place, which have been working 
cooperatively. Contrary to what most 
folks in the area think, they are not one 
group. Our Place is a M.E.L.D. Center 
that rents space from the church, 
However, Our Place will soon move to its 
‘own quarters, located at 38 Pleasant 
Street. Holly Baylies is the Center's 
Program Director. As she is active in both 
the church and the center, folks have 
confused her initial positions, 

From early fall until the first week in 
June, every year, the old church carries 
‘on in its traditional way. Every Sunday 
the deep mellow tones of the organ fill its 
sacred walls. Its muted sounds can be 
heard outside, on the streets, Folks gather 
together to share a liberal way of wor- 
shipping that is as old as time itself, After 
services, folks gather together to share 
refreshments that were made by a 
member of the congregation, and there is 
good fellowship, and truths are ex- 
changed. 

For those who respect age, and for 
those who believe that time makes 
buildings and musical instruments more 
precious, the two — church and organ — 
stand together, Each is a part of the other 
now. They wait for those who may come 
and share, They wait to ever serve the 
community. For they must know that 
‘such landmarks are meant to last.

RISING DEMAND FOR NONUNION 
EMPLOYEES 
By Babson's Reports Inc. Wellesley 
Hills, Mass, July 9, 1981, The persistent 
upward course in labor costs and the high 
rate of unemployment in many of the 
nation's key industries is causing a 
marked reshuffling in the labor field. For 
instance, it is becoming easier all the time 
for nonunion and generally lower-paid 
workers to compete successfully for 
available posts in or related to such all- 
important industries as autos, steel, coal, 
and especially construction. Management 
is, of course, quick to encourage the 
hiring of low-wage employees to help keep 
within reason labor costs that have been 
steadily on the rise at a brisk pace for 
several] deci 
CHANGES IN CONSTRUCTION 
Over the past 20 years, there has been a 
gradual but widespread increase in the 
share of the nation's building done by 


‘The New England economy weakened 
in April. Nonagricultural employment 
declined for the second consecutive month 
with job losses occurring jn non- 
manufacturing as well as in manufac- 
turing. The average workweek of factory 
production workers was reduced 
Production levels at New England 
manufacturing plants also declined. 
Construction contract awards for 
residential and nonbuilding projects were 
cut sharply following substantial in- 
creases in March. Only contract awards 
for nonresidential projects.. increased. 
Despite these indications of a softening in 
the economy, the New England unem- 
ployment rate declined in April. Retail 
sales increased in March, the latest 
month for which regional data are 
available. 

Nonagricultural employment in New 
England fell by 42,600 in April. Despite the 
decline, the April 1981 employment total 
of 5,523,400, seasonally adjusted, was still 
32,000 above the level of April 1980. All the 
New England states experienced em- 
ployment cutbacks between March and 
April, but only Maine and Rhode Island 
suffered job losses over the year. 

Both manufacturing and _non- 
manufacturing establishments provided 
fewer jobs in April than in March, but the 
decline was much more pronounced in 
nonmanufacturing.  Nonmanufacturing 
employment fell by 39,400 during the

month. Most major industries reduced 
employment with the greatest losses 
occurring in construction. Manufacturing 
employment fell by 3,200 in April. Durable 
goods plants accounted for most of the 
reduction. Over the year, manufacturing 
employment was down by 33,900 jobs 
while nonmanufacturing , employment 
remained 65,900 above the April 1980 total. 

Another indication of a softening in the 
regional economy during April was the 
change in hours worked. The average 
workweek of manufacturing production 
workers declined in April to 40.5 hours, 
seasonally adjusted, from 40.6 hours in 
March and 41.1 hours in February. On a 
state basis, hours worked were cut in 
Connecticut and Rhode Island and were 
unchanged in the remaining states. 
Compared with a year earlier, the 
average workweek for the region was 
unchanged; an increase in hours worked 
at Massachusetts plants was offset by 
reductions in most other states. 

The New England unemployment rate 
declined in April to a seasonally adjusted 
5.8 percent after holding steady at 6.1 
percent during the January-March period. 
‘The jobless rate for April 1980 was 5.6 
percent. The national unemployment rate 
in April was 7.3 percent. The April drop in 
the New England rate was largely due to 
a decrease in the Massachusetts rate 
from 6.1 percent in March to 5.4 percent. 
Unemployment rates in the rest of New 
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Labor does a U- turn 
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nonunion labor. Best estimates indicate 
that the proportion of the total done by 
openshop contractors in 1968-1969 was a 
mere 20 percent. At the present time, 
however, better than 60 percent of ali 
construction business is in the hands of 
nonunion companies — even though there 
may be some hiring of union sub- 
contractors along the way. At the basis of 
this situation is, of course, the fact that 
union wage rates have become so 
exaggeratedly high that it has been im- 
possible for some building to be started at 
all. The pressure has become so great, in 
fact, that the open-shop firms are 
spreading in more and more cities. 
‘According to the analysts, the building 
trade unions still have a powerful grip on 
industry activities in a number of the 
larger metropolitan centers including 
Chicago, New York, and Philadelphia. 
But even in the strongholds the 
nonunionists are making considerable 
headway, particularly where restrictions 
of various types (including the use of 
open-shop subcontractors) are flexible 
enough to permit nonlabor advances 
Associated Builders & Contractors 
represent approximately 16,000 so-called 


“merit shop” or open firms, It should be 
noted that in areas flush with open shops, 
even long-established trade unionists in 
the field are often forced to accept more 
moderate raises when their contracts 
expire or come up for reopening. 


AUTO EMPLOYMENT PROBLEMS 

Even the fact that automotive workers 
have long been mostly organized has not 
been able to prevent heavy job losses 
under the troubling conditions that have 
developed over the past few years. 
Industry officials are mainly agreed that 
the greatest part of the joblessness in 
their segment of the economy has been 
caused by the relatively cheap labor in 
Japan. Japanese auto workers are highly 
paid in terms of their own economic 
standards, but they are receiving only 
about one-half the approximately $20 an 
hour in the paychecks of their American 
counterparts. And even with shipping 
outlays, Japanese car prices here are still 
lower than — or at least matching — the 
retail costs of U.S. autos. 

PRICING OURSELVES OUT OF 

MARKETS 

While auto sales are still falling, and

are below the discouraging levels of a 
year ago, the wage rates of auto workers 
are some 60 percent higher than the 
average U.S. industrial wage. In the 
middle 1960s they were only 20 percent 
above the nation’s industrial average. 
Many economic observers are convinced 
that such soaring pay rates are entirely 
unrealistic during a period of over- 
whelming setbacks in production and 
sales, It has been pointed out many times 
that a number of our enterprises permit 
themselves to be priced out of world 
markets because of lack of restraint in 
terms of labor costs. 


BAD FOR THE UNIONS 

It is easy to see why employers — 
wherever possible — prefer to take on 
open-shop employees rather than the elite 
workers whose hourly “take” has been 
pushed nearly through the roof. Not for 
many years has the search for men and 
women willing to work for fair but not 
wildly excessive wages been so avid, 
Naturally, this is making it more difficult 
for unions to organize and to keep their 
clout. 


Construction activity in the region fell 
back in April following a very strong 
March. The nominal value of contracts 
awarded during April for all types of 
projects declined 14.4 percent from the 
previous month to total 1.9 percent more 
than in April 1980, Contract awards for 
residential construction, which are 
seasonally adjusted, declined 36.7 percent 
from the March value but remained 52.7 
percent above the year-earlier total 
Nonbuilding contract awards dropped 43,2 
percent from the previous month and 
were 7.4 percent below the year-earlier 
level. Nonresidential construction was the 
only segment of the industry in which 
awards increased in the month;

Under the auspices of the American 
Humane Association, Red Acre Farm will 
provide a Hearing Dog for anyone with 
severe to profound hearitig loss, living 
alone or with other hearing impaired 
people, who is at least 21 years old 
Prospective owners must agree to sustain 
a training program. Pre-placement visits 
are made to determine the probability for 
successful placement, care and use of the 
Hearing Dog. Counselors use sign 
language and can communicate directly 
with those who apply. 

Hearing Dogs areplaced free of charge, 
although donations are welcome from 
those able to afford it Even though it 
costs over $5,000 to train, place and follow 
up each dog, no one is denied a dog if he is 
financially unable to contribute to its cost. 

Sustained entirely by donations from 
caring friends — no tax dollars supprt this 
humane service — Red Acre Farm will be

Most dogs selected for training are 
mixed breeds and small to medium sized. 
Dogs will be about one year old, indicate 
intelligence, good health and have the 
proper temperament for training.

These two 
pieces of identification awarded by Red 
Acre Farm entitle the dog and owner to 
the same legal rights enjoyed by guide 
dogs for the blind.

Star Case

The setting at 12 Holyoke Street, 
Cambridge - headquarters of Harvard's 
Hasty Pudding Club - was suitably 
bizarre. 

In a steamy, funky, second-floor 
room, shirt-and-tie media types belted 
down champagne and wolfed cheese and 
crackers while doing their best to avoid 
the assorted executives wanting to 
bestow quotes they hoped would be 
memorable. 

Posters and pictures from the Hasty 
Pudding's 186-year history adorned the 
walls. A beat-up upright piano was off to 
one side. Above the fireplace were three 
realistic-looking alligators, symbols of 
the society. And in front of the fireplace 
was a silver video screen. 

The screen was where, shortly, 
StarCase would preview the highlights 
of “Sert's Up!” the Hasty Pudding’s 
1981 production 

“This place sort of grows on you,” 
said Lenna L. Warner of StarCase's 
Boston public relations firm, Agnew, 
Carter, MeCarthy, Inc. “We came here 
this afternoon. There were beer bottles 
and cigarette butts all over the floor." 

The two-hour production will be 
broadcast Sunday, July 26, at 6 p.m. on 
StarCase, Channel 68 (WQTV), a pay-TV 
channel 

Although the evening was billed as a 
media event, there were actually more 
Hasty Pudding members there than 
reporters - as became evident during the 
opening remarks by StarCase general 
manager Jeffrey 1. Brodlieb 

“P went to Brown as an un 
dergraduate,” he said, and was greated 
with loud, long hissing 

If all this sounds rather collegiate. 
well, it was. And so was the show, or at 
least the 30 minutes of highlights which 
were shown to the media 

But it was also humorous, and it 
seems designed to exploit the unique 
potential of cable TV to reach out to 
small, select audiences who are at 
tracted to certain kinds of program: 
ming 

Make no mistake about it. If “'Serf's 
Up!” which is so sophomoric it makes 
“Animal House” look sophisticated, 
were put on the networks during prime 
time, it would probably attract a record 
low rating 

But on cable, it doesn’t have to attract 
a huge audience to be a success. A small 
but devoted audience is all that's 
necessary. If the only viewers turn out to 
be Harvard alumni, it will probably be 
worth the effort to StarCase 

In case you've never heard what 
Hasty Pudding does, let me try to ex 
plain, The all-male cast every year puts 
‘on a musical comedy, with many of the 
members dressing up as women. This 
year’s theme, as you might have 
guessed from the title, was set in the 
Middle Ages - 10th-century England, to 
be exact. But that’s completely beside 
the point - the plot is a mere setting for 
the antics of the cast. 

In the middle of the title song, for 
example, the cast launches into "Surfin 
Safari” and a medley of other Beach 
Boys songs. And the song titles them 
selves demonstrate the punning and 
campy humor: “The Peasants Are 
Revolting,” “Coup for Two," “I want 
His Armor "Round Me" and “Bar Maid, 
Bar Nun.’ 

In another scene, the peasants are 
manufacturing coats of armor. On their 
smocks is written “Cleveland Armory,” 
a spoof on a famous Harvard alumnus, 
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showcases 


Cleveland Amory 
‘One long scene - too long - features a 
chorus line of “girls” auditioning. At the 
end of the scene, one of the androgynous 
actors can’t find a partner, asks, ‘“Well 
who needs a bunch of girls with hairy 
chests anyway?" and minces off stage. 
The problem with 30 minutes of 
highlights is that you can never quite get 
a fix on what's going on. Each scene is 
designed to be an all-stops-out 
production number. There's no 
dialogue, just singing and dancing 
Undoubtedly, the two-hour version 
which viewers will watch Sunday will 
have better pacing, some dialogue and

The reason- the author was 
away on a visit to the Canadian cities of 
Montreal and Quebec. 

Thave returned with a thinner wallet 
and a memory of many a fine meal in 
these two delightful Quebec cities. 

A point to remember: Despite all you 
have heard, the people of the province of 
Quebec are well acquainted with the 
English language and are willing to 
respond in English to your questions.

T ask you to come along with me to a 
very nice restaurant I discovered in my 
travels to Quebec City. Specifically, | 
would like to recount to you a visit to the 
Cafe dela Paix, at 44 rue Desjardins 


At9 PM, I announced our presence to 
the maitre'd at the Cafe de la Paix and 


waited a short while for a table toclear- 

Finally, the maitre’d came over and 
motioned us to follow him to a most 
excellent seat. I say excellent because it 
was a large table setup for three people 
tucked in a corner. From this choice 
spot, we could watch everyone else in 
the restaurant and appreciate the lively 
atmosphere of the “Old City” 

When we arrived the restaurant was 
hopping. Waiters were running in and 
out of the kitchen at high speed grabbing 
and shouting orders. The other diners 
were merrily talking and laughing in 
loud voices. The place was a cacophony 
of noise and excitement. 

‘The maitre'd gave us a lot of personal 
attention, more than we had ever had in 
any other restaurant. 

We started with Molson beer and 
white wine 

For appetizer, | chose crab cocktail 
and the person I was with favored 
Coquille St, Jacques 

For the main meal, my decision was 
the seafood plate - scallops, shrimp, one 
half of a lobster, and king crab legs on a 
bed of rice. My friend chose Filet 
Mignon a la Piervingale, carrots, 


brussel sprouts and sliced potatoes. For

dessert, black forest cake for me and 
blueberry shortcake for my friend were 
fine choices. 

The meal was exciting. The 
restaurant was full of life and the meal 
and service could only be described in 
an Italian phrase ‘molto bene’ 

We dined for two hours, which is quite 
a different experience than the usual 
American practice of eat and run 

Finally, after a very satisfying meal 
in Old Quebec City, we left and got in the 
car parked right in front of the Cafe dela 
Paix 

La Ville de Quebec (City of Quebec) 
had left a $15.00 souvenir on my wind 
shield - a parking ticket. Apparently one 
cannot park after 6 PM on the street we 
had chosen 

A problem arises however. Canada 
has a postal strike at the moment and all 
mail is restricted. In fact, on the parking 


ticket: was an orange sticker “Ne pas 
mettre a la poste durent la greve des 
postiers’ (Do not mail during the postal 
strike). In short, it is going to be very 
hard to pay for this parking ticket
